lined in a memorandum from 'the Inspector General on 5 December 19>2, 
however, I believe it is well merited. On IS July 195k> he is 
being considered by a board of general officers for permanent promo- 
tion to Brigadier General. IJe have had only one other case of this 
type and in tnat case General Cabell strongly indorsed the efficiency 
report of the officer concerned, incidentally, lie officer was 
promoted. The Marine Corps is not asking for a special efficiency 
report as has normally been tne practice, consequently this letter 
of commendation is the only opportunity we will have to place some- 
thing in his permanent records to indicate his manner of performance. 
His regular efficiency reports will not become a matter of record 
in his permanent file until he is relieved from assignment to CIA.
